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EXPLORER THINKS 
ANCIENT MOUND IS 
TOWER OF BABEL 


Structure 250 Feet in 
Diameter.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., May 12.— 


Prof. Leroy Waterman, director of 
University of Michigan-Cleveland 


Museum archeological excavations} 


in Mesopotamia, announced today 
discovery of what is believed to be 
the Zigurrat or “Tower of Babel’’ 


in the ancient city of Akshak. 

The find is a mound about 50 
feet high and 250 to 300 feet in 
diameter. The outer structure is a 
circular wall of sun-dried bricks, 
30 feet thick and 15 to 20 feet 
high. Above the level of the wall 
are alternate layers of reeds and 
earth. The north side of the 
mound is a solid structure of un- 
burned bricks. 

The mound contains a core of 
solid brick, 40 feet square. The 
core’s Original height and present 
depth in the ground have not been 
determined. 

The Sumerian migration from 
the mountains east of Mesopotamia 
into the plains dates to about 4000 
B. C. and was followed later by 
the Babylonian invasion. The Zi- 
gurrats, one of which is referred 
to in the Bible as “The Tower of 
Babei,” symbolized the Sumerian 
love of the mountains. The first 
city builders constructed their ar- 
tificial mountain in the flat coun- 
try, erected a small temple at the 
top as a home for their deity and 
built their city around the zigur- 
rat. 

Inscriptional material was found 
in the mound, confirming the early 
origin of the structure.

“Not only is the Volstead act 
going to be repealed but if the Rep- 
resentatives of the 13 dry states in 
the South and West refuse to go 
along with us in the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment we will re- 
fuse tu appropriate money for its 
enforcement. We will override the 
13 states and make the amendment 
as dead as the fuurteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments are dead inthe 
South.”

Hoover and Leaders in Both 
Parties Discuss Plan for 
Unemployment 
Aid Through Huge Loans 
to the States.

WASHINGTON, May 12. — A 
compromise relief program took 
shape today at conferences revolv- 
ing about the White House and the 
Reconstruction Corporation and 
participated in by Republican and 
Democratic leaders. 

As the discussions concluded, 
President Hoover, in a statement, 
gave the object as being to com- 
bine, simplify and “put into con- 


crete form” various relief proposals.., 


First of all, however, is placed a 
balancing of the budget. 

Senators Watson and Robinson, 
Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers, respectively, were visitors at 
the White House. Others there 
during the morning were President 
Dawes of the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration, Eugene Meyer, chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board, and 
Secretary Mills. 

The President went over the sit- 
uation separately with Watson at 
breakfast and later with Robin- 
son. 

Declining to discuss details, Wat- 
son stated later a “tentative agree- 
ment” was in ,rospect. 

Mr. Hoover invited members of 
the Senate Banking Committee to 
meet with him tonight on the com- 
promise Federal employment relief 
program. 

Proposed Compromise. 

The compromise plan involves 
an increase in the borrowing power 
of the Reconstruction Corporation 
by $1,500,000,000. Under the pro- 
posal, the corporation would be 
authorized to make loans exclusive- 
ly to states up to a total of $300,- 
000,000. This money would be lim- 
ited in use exclusively for relief 
purposes. 

The remaining moncys would be 
employed to make secured loans to 
assist private and public construc- 
tion on condition that the construc- 
tion concerned is reproductive in 
nature. 

The Chief Executive, Dawes, 
Watson and Robinson, Meyer and 
Mills discussed this proposal in 
President Hoover's office. 

It was the compromise tentative- 
ly agreed upon by Robinson and 
the others among various proposals 
by the President and the program 
outlined by Robinson yesterday, 
cailing for a $300.000,000_ relief 
furd and a $2,000,000,000 public 
construction fund. 

How Plan Would Work. 

Under the compromise plan, 
loans would be made only on proj- 
ects capable of repaying the funds 
expended. The President believes 
public works in general have been 
expanded te the limit of their re- 


' productive value. 


Senate leaders have been  in- 
formed of. proposals to introduce 
a new méasure providing for the 
expenditure of $5,000,000,000 on all 
kinds of public works. The Pre§&i- 
dent was revealed today as opposed 
to this and Robinson also is ex- 
pected to be against it. 

The Chief Executive has had un- 
de rconsideration with leaders of 
the Reconstruction Corporation for 
more than two weeks a plan for 
expanding its borrowing power. 
Dawes, Mills and Meyer have seen 
the President frequently during 
this period. 

Effort to Insure Oonfidence. 

Various administration organ- 
izations have completed and sub- 
mitted to Government leaders re- 
ports tending to show that no huge 
amount of money will be required

Curtis Médlock, confessed ab- 
ductor of Alexander Berg, under- 
went a grilling two-hour cross-ex- 
amination in Circuit Judge Pearcy's 
Court today as a State’s witness in 
the trial of Paul A. Richards 30- 
year-old lawyer charged with be- 


ing the kidrapers’ agent. 
Medlock, under 25-year sentence 


on a plea of guilty for his part in 
the abduction plot, flushed under 
the loud-voiced interrogation of 
Verne Lacy, defense counsel, but 
in his replies did not deviate from 
his direct examination of vester- 
day. 

In an effort to confound the wit- 
ness, Lacy questioned him partic- 
ularly about his early statement to 
the police, in which he not men- 
tion Richards alleged. participa- 
tion in the kidnaping plot. Med- 
lock admitted that some of his 
statements to the police were un- 
true, and declared in subsequent 
re-direct exumination that he nade 
them to protect the others impli- 
cated in the crime, including Rich- 
ards. 

“I figured that if Richards was 
out of it he would be able to help 

e,”” Medlock said. 

Lacy confronted him, too, with 
Statements alleged to have been 
made by him to fellow inmates of 
the city jail, ‘wherein he was sup- 
posed to have said that he would 
get a reduction of sentence if he 
“could think up something to tell 
against Richards.” 

Medlock flatly denied making 
such a statement, but admitted that 
he did hope he would be sent to 
the intermediate reformatory at 
Algoa, rather than to the peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City. 

Circuit Attorney Miller brought 
out that he had told Medlock he 
would make such a recommenda- 
tion in view of Mediock's services 
to the State as a witness.

On direct examination Mediock 
asserted that the name of Rich-

PARIS STREETS AT 
DOUMER FUNERAL

PARIS, May 12.—France paid 


national honors today to Paul 
Doumer, white-bearded thirtcenth 
President of the Republic, who was 
slain last week by a Russian as- 
sassin. 

It was estimated that mo-e than 
a million persons fammed the 
streets this morning and stood in 
silence as the funeral procession 


moved past on the way to the Ca- 
thedral of Notre Dame. 

It was such a funeral as Paris 
had not seen since the beloved 
Marshal Joffre, hero of the Marne, 
was buried in January. 1931. A 
King and four Princes walked be- 
hind the rumbling artillery caissons 
from the Elysee Palace to the 
cathedral, a mach of an hour and 
a half. 

The lamp posts along the way 
were dra>ved in black. The sky 
was overcast and the weather was 
warm and damp. Muffled drums 
beat as the ‘heavy artillery caisson 
on which the body was borne -um- 
bled over the pavement. The Place 
de la Concorde was packed. 

The bells of Notre Dame began 
tolling as the caisson, drasn by 
six black horses, came into view. 

Before it marched three nurses 
and on either side were the pall 
bearers. They were: Prof. Char- 
lety, rector of the University of 
Paris: Roland Dorgeles, novelist; 
Dr. Jullien, a close friend of the 
late president: Pauli Brousmich, 
president of the National Union of 
War Veterans; former Minister Al- 
bert Sarraut, who succeeded Dou- 
mer as Goverror of Indo-China; 
Admiral Durand-Viel, chief of the 
Naval General Staff, and Marshal 
Franchet D’Esperey. 

Also in the procession were the 
members of the diplomatic corps,

The Aldermen, in this 
matter, overruled their visitors, 
and the reporters remained. Then 
Dickmann announced that the del- 
egation represented “people who 
pay 80 per cent of the taxes.” Al- 
derman Hayes questioned this, say- 
ing that the Aldermen were the 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple, and doubting whether the vis- 
itors represented the working class. 
“We represent the people that 
make tt possible for them to be 
working,” Dickmann replied. 

Lashly Wins a Point. 

There was a discussion as to pro- 
cedure, Neun arguing that the 
meeting should first determine 
whether the budget was to be cut 
10 per cent or more, and whether 
the total tax rate should be $2.74 
on $100 valuation, as in the pend- 
ing bill, or $2.71 as last year. The 
3-cent increase was caused by the 
increase in the State tax rate from 
12 to 15 cents. 

Lashly had his way about pro- 
cedure, and the budget items were 
taken up one by one, the Board 
of Aldermen appropriation coming 
first. This item appeared in the 
budget bill as $76,176, a reduction 
of 10 per cent under last year’s ex- 
penditure. “Can we cut this any 
more?” Lashly asked. 

This brought a declaration from 
Alderman Kaufmann that the Al- 
dermen were not “going along” 
with the program of a 10 per cent 
cut in their pay, since the police 
and Circuit Judges were not to be 
reduced. “It costs an Alderman 
his first year’s salary of $1800 to 
be elected,”” Kaufmann said, “and 
after that he is besieged for con- 
tributions and tickets, until his pay 
looks like an office boy’s.” Other 
members said the Aldermen had cut 
the board's contingent fund from 
$5000 to $400, and that they saw 
no room for further cuts in th: 
board’s item. 

Mayor Balks at Further Cut. 
“Mayor's office,” read Lashly, 
and Mayor Miller at once an- 
nounced that a 10 per cent cut in 
office salaries and the Mayor’s con- 
tingent fund had been agreed to 
since the budget item of $36,802 
was fixed. Lashly thought a fur- 
ther cut might be made. Why not 
out $5000 from the contingent fund 
of $12,500, he asked. 

“If you would sit in there one 
day,” Mayor Miller replied, “and 
hear the things the Mayor is ex- 
pected to contribute to, you would 
know that the contingent fund is 


‘necessary. The Mayor has to buy 


tickets to everything, start off every 
drive and help the poor. That's all 
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right, he should do it, but he’s got 
to have a fund for the purpose.” 
To other questions he added “I’m 
damned if I'll go any further in 
cutting the Mayor’s office item. 
The City Plan Com .uission was 
next on the list. Its $18,000. item 
was cut to $14,500 several days 
ago, by voluntary action of the 
commission. Alderman Watts at 
this. point renewed his often-re- 
peated demand that the commis- 
sion be abolishe@. The business 
men were not ready to approve this 


idea, and did not find any place 


for a further cut. - 
Efficiency Board’s Cut. 

Next was the Efficiency Board, 
which the budget-makers had cut 
from $27,000 last year to %10,900. 
It was: plained that the chairman, 
at $6000 a year, is to be retained, 
and the two other members 
dropped, and that the chairman 
and a stenographer will carry on 
the work, which will not be heavy, 
as it is planned to make no replace- 
ments or promotions in the city 
service during the year. “But 
there'll have to be somebody in the 
office to answer applicants polite- 
ly,”” Watts said. 

When the Assessor's budget item 
of $191,206 was taken , Assessor 
Gehner was called in, and was 
asked whether it included the 
amount needed for installing the 
scientific assessment equalization 
plan, authorized by an ordinance. 
Gehner said the item, which was 
15 per cent under last year’s ex- 
penditure, would not permit any 
new work. He said the new assess- 
ment plan, if put into effect under 
present conditions, would lower the 
assessed valuation of real estate 
and reduce city revenue further. 

City Counselor Muench was 
called in to tell of the cuts made 
in the condemnation division of the 
city Law Department. He took oc- 
casion to tell the visitors of the low 
pay of city legal advisers, com- 
pared with the utility and corpora- 
tion lawyers against whom they 
have to appear in court.

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EOMMANDER SAYS 


Reports Ship Went Through 
Most Severe Conditions 
Ever Experienced Suc- 
cessfully by Rigid Craft. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., May 123.—The 
Navy airship Akron cast off at 
11:40 a. m. today from its emer- 
gency mooring mast at Camp Kear- 
ney, near here, for Sunnyvale, south 
of San Francisco, to complete a 


Lakehurst, N. J. 

Two bluejackets were killed in 
an attempt to moor the airship yes- 
terday. A third seaman, Charles 
Cowart, dangled for two hours to a 
mooring line before being hauled 
aboard the world’s largest airship, 
while the craft was 2000 feet in 


the air. 
- Shortly before the departure, 
special precautions were taken to 
prevent another accident when the 
785-foot sky ship makes its mccr- 
ing in the North. 
Twenty members of the crew of 
80 officers and men who made 
the transcontinental trip left the 
big ship and proceeded to Sunny- 
vale on two naval transport planes. 
It was announced they would as- 
sist in handling the mooring at 
Sunnyvale. 
The ship was reported to have 
only 67 per cent of the helium gas 
with which it left the East coast 
early last Sunday. This was an- 
other reason why part of the crew 
was ordered from the ship this 
morning. Quite a bit of the gas 
was valved out yesterday in mak- 
ing the mooring here. 

Crew Was Inexperienced. 

Commenting upon the death of 
two bluejackets yesterday and the 
thrilling two-hour ride on a rope 
through the air by a third, when 
the Akron dragged from its ‘and- 
ing mast, naval officers said the 
San Diego ground crew was inex- 
perienced in handling such a big 
ship. 

It was announced the northward 
course would be along the coast 
line. Arrival in the San Francisco 
area around dawn tomorrow was 
expected. 

Beset by storms in Southwest 
Texas, forced to climb high over 
mountains, the airship arrived here 
safely at 9:07 a. m. yesterday, to 
have tragedy climax its transcon- 
tinental flight. 

“Peculiarly stratified air” 
said by Lieutenant-Commander 
E. Rosendah], master of the 
Akron, to have caused the _  air- 
ship’s sudden ascent after snapping 
its cable, as efforts were being 
made to moor it. Two hundred 
bluejackets had hold of the lines 
dropped from the Akron and were 
swinging it into position when a 
current of air caused the big ship 
to swing upward. All but three of 
the sailors let go of the ropes as 
they felt themselves leaving the 
ground. 

Ascent Without Warning. 

So sudden was the rise of the 
Akron that the three men who 
clung to the ropes had reached a 
dangerous height before they real- 
ized their predicament. At a 
height of about 175 feet one of the 
sailors lost his grip and fell to 
earth. <A few feet farther up, an- 
other of the three fell. Both were 
killed instantly. They were Rob- 
ert H. Edsall of South Bend, Ind., 
and Nigel Henton of Fresno, Cal. 
Cowart, 19, climbed up the rope 
until he reached a “toggle” — a 
cross bar of wood spliced between 
the rope. The airship maneuvered, 
sometimes reaching a height of 
2500 feet. Cowart calmly sat on 
the toggle until members of the 
crew of the Akron could be spared 
to pull him through a hatch and 
into the airship. 

Commander Rosendah!] said the 
Akron had first approached the 
field without trouble. 

“We came down nicely,” he said, 
“but just as we neared the mast, 
with the ground crew hanging on 
the ropes, we seemed to hit a cold 
air stratum, and the Akron shot 
up.” 

Women fainted and Navy offi- 
cers wept as the two sailors lost 
their holds and fell to earth. About 
40,000 persons witnessed the trag- 
edy and nearly all of San Diego 
saw the rescue of Cowart.

“Why, I didn’t do anything—1 
just hung on,” Cowart said after 
reaching the ground. “Yes, I saw 
them fall—it was awful but I 
couldn’t do anything,” he said of 
his two ill-fated companions. 

At the time of the accident, the 
spectators formed below the ship 
in a‘ thousand-foot circle, around 
which was a guard of 450 marines. 
Within the eircle, the center of 
which was the emergency mooring 
mast, were 50 guests, including two 
Admirals, a Major-General, many 
officers and their wives and San 
Diego’s Mayor. There were also 
200 bluejackets, including three 
ground crew groups of 30 each. 
On the third mooring attempt, at 
11:15, the cable was made fast, 
and a group of 30 went to help 
two groups of 30 each which held 
one of the ground ropes from the 
nose of the Akron. This made 45 
men on each rope. 

It seemed that the great airship 
had safely made its mooring. A 
sharp crack sounded. The cabie 
parted. The big ship lifted. The 
two groups struggled to hold it. 
They were carried 10 to 15 feet 
from the ground as the big ship 
bumped up and down. Tren one 
group let loose. A shout. The 
second group was lifted. All but 
15 let loose. These were carried 
about 20 feet high. Then all but 
three fell back. 

Women fainted. Officers wept. 
Bluejackets ran around wildly, for 
their comrades were falling amongst 
them. 

Upward sailed the ship. Edsall 
fell from a height of 150 feet. 
Two men were still clinging to 
the ropes.

Bridegroom Is Son of Former 
Massachusetts Treasurer —

NEW YORK, May 12.—Mrs. Ma- 
bel Currie Priest, widow of Henry 
S. Priest, pr@minent St. Louis law- 
yer and former Federal Judge, was 
married yesterday to Samuel 
Jacques Shaw. Mr. Shaw is a son 
of the late Edward T. Shaw, for- 
mer State Treasurer of Massachu- 
setts, and he formerly managed 
horse shows in Boston and other 
cities. 

The ceremony was performed by 
the Rev. John Smiley at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Duncan G. Harris 
in Beekman place, 


Mrs. Priest- was 29 years old and 
a divorcee when she was married, 
in August, 1912, to Priest, who was 
then 59, at his home in St. Louis. 
She had -been divorced at Reno, 
Nev., in February, 1912, from Ebe- 
nezer Hill Jr. of Norwalk, Conn. 
They were married in 1903. 

Hill, after the marrlage to Priest, 
filed suit for divorce in Bridgeport, 
Conn., and a decree was granted to 
him there. the Court holding that 
the Navada divorce was not valid 
in Connecticut. It was understood 
at the time that this step was taken 
to protect certain propery interests. 
The validity of Reno divorce de- 
crees is now generally recognized. 

Early in her married life here, 
Mrs. Priest took a course in inter- 
national politics at Washington 
University. 

Priest died in July, 1930, leav- 
ing his estate largely to his four 
children by his first marriage. A 
$5000 bequest was made to Mrs. 
Priest, the will stating that this 
was in accordance with a prenup- 
tial agreement, and that she had 
received $30,000 in his lifetime. The

Secured by Second Mort- 
gages, Ordered. 


A final dividend to holders of one 
series of “gold notes” of the de- 
funct Cytron Mortgage Co. was au- 
thorized today by Federal Judge 
Davis, bringing the total realized 
by investors to $14.69 for each $100 
note, ; 

The Court approved the proposal 
of the receiver, M. H. Rodemyer. 
to make the second and final pay-| 
ment of 7.69 per cent. The first 
payment of 7 per cent was made in 
Octoper, 1930. The action today 
liquidates the “B-PA” series of sec- 
ond mortgage notes issued by the 


Cytron Co., of which a total of 
$131,800, par value, were outstand- 
ing when the firm was placed in 
receivership in December, 1929. 
The total payment to noteholders 
is $19,361. 

A dividenc is to be paid soon on 
the “GN series,” on which there 
were $420,000 outstanding. W. 
Scott Hancock, attorney for the re- 
ceiver, said this payment, the first 
and last for that series, would be 
considerably .smaller than _ that 
made.on the “B-PA series.” 

Frank Coffman, attorney for a 
group of “GN” noteholders who are 
asking for a grand jury investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the company, 
thinks the dividend on that series 
will be about 5 cents on the dollar. 

Hancock disclosed that the liqui- 
dation of the firm's assets is near- 
ly completed, a second mortgage 
bond issue of $250,000 on the Grey- 
stone Apartments at McPherson 


only large unliquidated asset. 
Holders of these bonds, he said, re- 
cently rejected a proposal that 
would have netted them 10 cents 
on the dollar and added $13,500 to 
the general funds of the company. 

When the company was placed in 
receivership it had outstanding 
about $2,000,000 in second mort- 
gage bonds on apartments in St. 
Louis and other cities and the two 
series of “gold notes.” 

In liquidating the second mort- 
gage bond issues, Hancock said, the 
receiver had salvaged about $600,- 
000 which had been paid to those 
who invested in them. 

In asking for a grand jury inves- 
tigation of the Cytron Co., Coffman 
recently turned over to the Circuit 
Attorney’s office a report of ar in- 
vestigation he had made. This re- 
vealed, Coffman said, that at one 
time, shortly before the company 
was placed in receivership, it had 
outstanding $475,000 of the “GN 
series’’ of gold notes, and as secur- 
ity for them only $375,000 in sec- 
ond mortgages. 

The notes were sold with the" 
representation, printed on each 
note, that there would always be 
deposited as security for each issue 
second mortgages or cash which 
would equal or exceed the par 
value of the outstanding notes. 

The Cytron Co. was established in 
1905 by Gustave Cytron, who re- 
mained its president until the re- 
ceivership. It built up a large 
business in second mortgages, the 
bonds and notes being sold to in- 
vestors who were attracted by the 
prospective 9 per cent interest re- 
turn and were willing to accept the 
added risk which attaches to sec- 
ond mortgage securities. 

The business was a family affair, 
the other officers being relatives of 
Gustave Cytron, Preferred stock 
was offered to the public a few 
months before the receivership and 
about $329.000 of this was sold. The 
investors received as a bonus one 
share of common for each five 
shares of preferred.

Durant was waiting in a Paris 
hotel] for Kreuger to join a confer- 
ence of international bankers on 
the annulling of a contract between 
the International Telephone & Tel- 
egraph Co, and the Ericsson Tele- 
phone Co., he said, when Kister 
Littorin, an associate of Kreuger, 
appeared and raid: “Ivar has shot 
himself.” 


Durarit cabied his partner in New 
York that Kreuger was dead, but 
that no announcement was to be 
made until the French authorities 
took action. As evidence that no 
Kreuger securities were sold during 
that period he said his brokerage 
house still carries $8,000,000 worth 
of the stock in its safe. 

Durant told of an incident that 
occurred during Kreuger’s last visit 
to the United States in search of 
capital to bolster his tottering cor- 
porations. He and a partner called 
on the capitalist to discuss the de- 
cision of the L T. and T. to abro- 
gate a contract to buy the Ericsson 
concern because its affairs were in 
questionable shape.

BLAINE SAYS BRANCH BANKS 


LOCAL CREDITS 


Calls System Advocated by Glass ‘Heart- 
less’; Cites Loss of Tax Revenue to 
Communities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Open- 
ing the fourth day of debate on the 
Glass bank reform bill, Senator 
Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin, ‘oday 
opposed its provision for state-wide 
branch banking. He said it would 
involve a tax loss to small tocal 
communities ranging from $50,000 
to $75,000 a year. 


Wherever branches of national 
banks are established in the piace 
of State banks, he said, the bill 
would deprive the local comnmu- 
nities of the revenue that now 
comes from bank taxation. Citing 
the laws of his State, he said only 
the tangible property of the oranch 
bank could be taxed. 

Blaine contended that branch 
banking is a “cruel, heartless, in- 
different” system and that if the 
Canadian system was successfu! be- 
cause of having no failures it also 
had extended practically no credit. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia. 
denied, without specifically men- 
tioning them, the charges yester- 
day by Senator Kean (Rep.), New 
Jersey, that H. Parker Willis, econ- 
omist for the Glass subcommittee, 
had sent abroad confidential! in- 
formation he had obtained ‘rom 
the office of the Comptroller of the 
Currency. Glass said his commit- 
tee had received no’ information 
from the Comptroller’s office out- 
side of that given in public hear- 
ings. ' 

Senator Kean of New Jersey, in 
yesterday’s heated debate, main- 
tained that Willis had cabled arti- 
cles to French newspapers contain- 
ing confidential information avail- 


able only from the office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency and 
o fall the Senators available only 
to Glass. 

The effect of the dispatches, he 
said, was withdrawal of more 
than $350,000,000 in gold between 
December and April, involving a 
shrinkage of ten timesthat much 
in open market credit. To link this 
charge to the bill under considera- 
tion, which he epposes, Kean said 
he believed, Willis influenced the 
writing of the Glass measure, 

Willis, in New York, said there 
was no word of truth in Kean’s 
charge. 

Denial of Suppression.

John F. Henry, superintendent of 
the Long Island Railroad, testified 
that the six-hour day on short runs 
and suburban passenger trains 
would necessitate employment of 28 
per cent more men than now used.

PINCHOT ADVISES LABOR 
TO DEMAND ITS RIGHTS 


Deplores Begging for “Handouts” 
by Its Leaders in Speech 
to State Federation. 
By the Associated Press. 

READING, Pa., May 12.—Gov. 
Pinchot yesterday urged organized 
labor to speak and act for itself and 
not look to the “benevolence of in- 
dustrial leaders for whatever bene- 
fits it hopes to achieve.” 

Addressing the Pennsylvania 
Federation of Labor, he declared 
some national labor leaders were 
“begging for handouts” instead of 
demanding what they consider es- 
sential to their walfare from socie- 
ty as represented by the Govern- 
ment. 

“One thing above everything else 
Organized labor necds_ today,” he 
said, “that is, the firm conviction 
that the social measures, the laws, 
the forward progress for which it 
is fighting belong to it as a right— 
not as a gift from the generals of 
industry and Government. 

“Today, in the midst of terrible 


depression—in the midst of wide-: 


spread proof that our industrial 
monarchy is not so benevolent 
when times are hard—in the midst 
of bread-lines and wage cuts and 
lay-offs—we find the philosophy of 
benevolence, the theory of hand- 
outs from above, holding sway over 
plans for relief and for recovery.”

Soviet Gives F. E. Herzog, Steel 
Engineer of Buffalo, Rank 
of “Udarnik.”’

MOSCOW, May 12.—Soviet Rus- 
sia has honored another American 
for his contribution to the five-year 
Plan. F. E. Herzog, a steel engi- 
neer, of Buffalo, N. Y., has received 
the rank of “udarnik” or brigadier 
of the work shock troops. 

This title for a Rusian workman 
means more pay and extra privi- 
leges. For the foreign technician 
it is an honor awarded only to the 
most skillful and energetic. 

The specific contribution which 
brought Herzog the title was his 
suggestion of effective and practi- 
cal means of cutting expenses in 
the steel industry. 

Before he came to this country 
he was associated with the Wick- 
wire Spencer Steel Works at Buf- 
falo. Three years ago he went to 
Moscow as a member of the Freyn 
engineering group. Later he signed 
an independent contract with the 
Soviet government and for the last 
several .months has been attached 
to the Moscow office of the Steel 
Trust. 


MOVE IN GERMANY TO LIMIT 
INCOMES TO $3000 A YEAR 


Stuttgart Council Suggests That All 
Excess Be Appropriated 
by State.

STUTTGART, Germany, May 12. 
—The Stuttgart Municipal Council, 
after an all-night sesson, decided 
today to ask the Wuerttemberg Diet 
to cause a motion to be introduced 
in the Reichstag providing that no 
person, whatever his station or pro- 
fession, may receive an income of 
more than 12,000 marks (about 
$3000) a year. 

The restriction would apply to 
either earned or unearned income. 
Any excess over this amount would 
be-appropriated by the state. The 
resolution was supported by Na- 
tional Socialists, Social Democrats 
and Communists.

SENATE BODY 11-9 
FOR U.S. ENTRANCE 
INTO WORLD COURT 


tee Favorably Reports Re- 
vised Protocol With One 
Reservation Added.

WASHINGTON, May 12.— The 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee today reported favorably to the 
Senate the revised protocol for 
United States adherence to the 
World Court. The vote was 11 to 9. 
Opponents of the court succeeded 
in adding a reservation requiring 
that the other signatories to the 
court protocol formally accept the 
Senate’s bar against advisory opin- 
ions affecting the United States be- 
fore American entry is effective. 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana. 
made the motion for a favorable re- 


port. 

Aroused by the action in putting 
the protocol before the Senate at 
this time, Senators Johnson (Rep.). 
California, and Moses (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, two outspoken oppo- 
nents of the court, announced they 
would force the issue immediately. 


How Committee Voted. 

Those voting for the favorable 
report were: Republicans—Capper, 
Kansas: Reed, Pennsylvania; Fess, 
Ohio; Vandenberg, Michigan. Dem- 
ocrats — Swanson, Virginia; Pitt- 
man, Nevada: Walsh, Montana; 
Harrison, Mississippi: George, 
Georgia: Black, Alabama; Connally, 
Texas. 

Those against were: Republicans 
—Borah, Idaho; Johnson; Moses; 
La Follette, Wisconsin; Robinson, 
Indiana: Glenn, Illinois; Cutting, 
New Mexico. Democrat—Lewis, 1!- 
linois. Farmer-Labor — Shipstead. 
Minnesota. 

Senators Robinson of Arkansas 
and Wagner of New York, both 
Democrats, were not recorded on 
the vote. 


Chairman Borah of the commit- 
tee said the adoption of the Moses 
reservation had the effect of mnak- 
ing the resolution of Senator Reed 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, previously 
adopted, a reservation. 

The Reed resolution reaffirmed 
the Senate’s 1926 reservation that 
the Court ‘shall not, without the 
consent of the United States, en- 
tertain any request for an advisory 
opinion touching any dispute or 
question in which the United States 
has or claims an interest.” 


Reason for New Froposal. 

The other Powers refused to ac- 
cept this reservation in 1926, fore- 
stalling American adherence, Sub- 
sequently the Root protocol—ap- 
proved today by the committee— 
was drafted in an effort to get 
around that point. 

The Moses-Reeé reservations 
were held by Borah to revive that 
same issue. 

Walsh and Fess were designated 
by Borah to draw up the amended 
resolution of ratification for a ior- 
mal. report to the Senate. 

Asked when he would take up 
the issue in the Senate, Borah re- 
plied, “so far as I am concerned, 
never.” 

Johnson said, “it should be taken 
up before the tax bill or any effort 
is made to relieve our own people. 
We should turn our eyes in this 
crisis to Europe and forget our 
own.” 

Moses joinei with Johnson and 
irately announced he would seek 
to force the issue at once. 

However, there seems no real 
likelihood of serious consideration 
of the Court at this session. If 
not acted on by adjournment, the 
Court protocol remains on the cal- 
endar until the December session.

The County Fee System, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AMUEL CROWTHER, in an article 
» 


in the May issue of the Ladies’ Home 

urnal, entitled “Our Extravagant 
Counties,“ says, among other things: 
“Also it (the county government) con- 
tains in many places an antiquated fee 
system which takes in additional hvge 
amounts that are never accounted for.” 
Further on he says: “The innocent citi- 
zen who wonders why such ado should 
be made over being Recorder of Deeds, 
Register of Wills or Sheriff, and why 
political leaders always hold these of- 
fices, will no longer wonder when he 
discovers that an office which pays, 
say, $8000 a year in salary, may have 
perquisites that amount to $60,000 or 
$80,000 a year.” 

These statements, as applied to any 
county in Missouri, are so ridiculous 
that they are not worthy of a second 
thought by anyone who knows even the 
rudiments of county government in this 
State. 

As a matter of fact, a financial state- 
ment of each county in the State, show- 
ing all receipts and disbursements, is 
each year sent out by the County Clerk 
to the State Auditor, who checks it up 
and either accepts it or rejects it. As 
to our fee system, 77 counties in Mis- 
souri have recorders who are paid by 
the fee system. What are the facts 
as to the accountability of these offi- 
cials? Statute No. 11,568, R. 8S. Mo., 
1929, briefly stated, provides that the 
recorder shall keep “a full, true and 
faithful account of all fees of every kind 
received and make a report thereof every 
year to the County Court,” and all fees 
in excess of $4000 per year, after paying 
out such amounts for deputies and as- 
sistants as the County Court may deem 
necessary, shall be paid into the jury 
fund of the county, There are not 16 
counties in Missouri where the recorders’ 
fees in toto run over $4000 and, in at 
least 80 counties, the fees do not run 
$3000 per annum,

S a veteran (U. S&S. Army, 1916-19), 
permit me to congratulate you on 
your stand against full payment of the 
adjusted compensation certificates at this 
time. Your fine display of courage on 
this issue, your championship of the un- 
der-dog and long battle against the ne- 
farious prohibition law, are deserving of 
the highest praise. 

If any billions are to be passed around, 
let the Government use this money for 
the unemployed, the old and the weak 
and the suffering little children. Congress 
seems to have forgotten the many in its 
hurry to favor the few. 

The disabled and deserving ex-service 
man must have the best of care, and 
there must be provision for dependents 
of war-time casualties, but the able- 
bodied “riders of the gravy train” should 
be boosted off. I wonder if they ever 
give a thought to their comrades of other 
nations. There was no “bonus” for the 
shattered lads of the enemy countries, 
They were soldiers, too, and splendid 
ones. 

When all is said and done, we threw 
away our youth together at the command 
of a system that is tottering te ruin now.

VETERAN. 
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AN UNSOUND BANKING POLICY, 

Is it illegal for a national bank to engage in the 
investment business? Senator Carter Glass of Vir- 
ginia, the foremost banking authority in Congress, 
thinks it is, and he charges that an opinion to this 


Hcitor-General of the United States in the Taft ad-. 
ministration, and concurred in by George W. Wicker- 
shem, Attorney-General in the same administration, 
was pigeon-holed and subsequently was suppressed 
by A. Mitchell Palmer, Attorney-General under Wood- 
row Wilson, and by William G. McAdoo, Secretary of 
the Treasury in Wilson's Cabinet. 

Senator Glass made the deliberate charge in his 
address to the Senate that banks, through their 
investment affiliates, have been @ major factor in 
the troubles which afflict both the country and them: 
selves. There can be no question that many of the 
largest banks in the country long ago ceased to con- 
tent themselves with mere banking, and at the height 
of the great bull market we saw them selling securt- 
ties through affiliates which practiced all or most of 
the high-powered‘ methods behind the boom. 

One result has been to impose a strain upon credit 
which has partially paralyzed the whole national 
economy. President Whitney of the New York Stock 
Exchange recently testified that between five and six 
billion dollars in bank loans are secured by such col-| 
lateral, and he shuddered to think what would hap- 
pen if those securities were deflated too far. 

It is too late now to talk of what happened except 
in relation to the future attitude of the Government 
toward national banks. The Lehmann opinion held 
that it is not legal for national banks to engage 
in “investment banking.” If not illegal, and that 
is a matter which will have to be passed upon by 
the United States Supreme Court, there is ng doubt 
of its unsoundness as a national policy. 

One of the provisions of the Glass bill, now before 
Congress, would compel all member banks of the 
Federal Reserve system to divorce themselves within 
three years from affiliated security companies. The 
provision is bitterly opposed by large banking houses, 
and Senator Glass charges that powerful interests are 
flooding Congress with propaganda against it. 

The fact that the opinion was not made public and 
the affiliates accordingly have continued to operate, 
he said, “is perhaps one of the greatest contributions 
to this riot of inflation (in 1929) with the result that 
today the country is in an almost irreparable con- 
dition.” 

It is regrettable that the Lehmann opinion could 
not have recejved due consideration and final jadg- 
ment at the time it was written. It was epitomized 
in this one sentence, | 

* * * the agreements and arrangements 
(between a certain bank and its investment com- 
pany) in question were means of enabling the 
bank to carry on business and exercise powers 
prohibited to it by the National Banking Act. 
Senator Glass says it was sound law then and is 
sound law now. We do’ not know; but every lawyer 
in the country knows that ‘Frederick Lehmann was 
a profound-practitioner in the law and the country 
deserved better treatment when his opinion was sup- 
pressed. Given proper publicity, it would have com- 
manded much wider reading of the exhaustive and 
invaluable study of American banking evils written 
by Louis D. Brandeis, now an Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, and published in 
1914 under the title of “Other People’s Money.” 
The banker is essential to society, but his function 
is that of the trustee rather than that of the mer. 
chant, buying and selling for a sales profit. Mr. 
Brush, a Wall Street operative, testified before a Sen- 
ate committee two weeks ago that the relation of the 
public to the stock market is pathetic. It would not 
be nearly so pathetic if the banker had not joined 
in the effort to sell securities. 

The investment business should be divorced from 
banking, and that is what Senator Glass proposes in 
his bill. 

Congress by this time should be convinced of the 
unsoundness of the present policy. If so, it remains 
to be seen whether its conviction can triumph over 
the powerful influences which seek to prevail against 
it. 
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A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


In his speech before the St. Louis Bar Association, 
John 8. Leahy, retiring president, recommended the 
appointment of a permanent bondholders’ protective 
committee by the Circuit Judges. 

For lack of such a body, too often these protective 
committees are composed of persons responsible for 
issuing the bonds, and the result is, in Mr, Leahy’s 
words, “the greatest racket being practiced,” That {s, 
a bond issue based upon false or inflated capitaliza- 
tion is sold to the public. In due time, interest is de- 
faulted and the property upon which the bonds are 
based is placed in receivership. Obviously, this sit- 
uation calls for expert and disinterested intervention 
to protect the bondholders. Instead, frequently the 
same unscrupulous promoters who defrauded the bond 
buyers in the first instance compound their offense 
by dissipating what remains of the property. They 
are acting as a “protective committee.” It is as 
though a highwayman who steals a citizen’s money, 
upon being brought to trial, should act as his own 
Judge. : 

We believe there is virtue in Mr. Leahy’s suggeg- 
tion. Only by some such method can bondholders be 
assured of a square deal. In most instances, they are 
widely scattered and the formation of an organization 
of their own is impracticable. If they cannot look 
to some public body for protection, they are easy 
prey for the racketeers. 
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TRAFFICKING IN GAME FISH. 


Whereas the value of black bass as a recreational 
attraction is estimated to be from $2 to $5 a pound, 
bass bootleggers sel] an enormous amount of fish 
for as little as 20 cents a pound. This situation 
is made possible by the failure of states to pass pro- 
tective laws, thus nullifying in part the Federal law 
against illegal interstate shipment of black bass. The 
Bureau of Fisheries, which has been making a survey, 
reports that 14 states, including Missouri, while pro- 
hibiting the sale of bass taken within their own bor- 
ders, permit the sale of fish shipped in from other 
states. 

With the depletion of al] forms of wild life becom: 
ing a serious problem, it is important to pre 
vent our streams from being invaded by market fish- 
ermen. The latter are, for the most part, short-sight- 
ed, Against the small sums received from bass sales, 
they might reap far more by keeping the streams at- 
tractive to sportsmen.

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JAPAN BOWS OUT AT. SHAN 

In announcing that all her troops now at Shanghai 
will sail for home within a month, Japan goes further 
than the terms of the armistice with China, signed 
last week. This document, evolved after lengthy dick- 
ering, provided only for withdrawing most of the 
soldiers into the International Settiement, thus ful- 


both sides. 
Furthermore, Japan gives her reasons for the with- 
drawal, and these are a thorough repudiation of the 
bold-faced stand she had taken through the course of 
the war at Shanghai and the negotiations. With- 
drawal, says the Japanese spokesman, is “due to a 
desire to conform to world opinion and to end the 
world-wide odium which has fallen upon us.” 
If this statement by the Foreign Office be taken at 
its face value, it is a remarkable reversal of Japanese 
policy. Three months ago, Japan was insisting she 
fought “in self-defense, pure and simple,” against the 
“menace of the Chinese.” If the statement proves to 
be frank and unequivocal, it is a remarkable victory 
for the pressure of public opinion, plus the surpris- 
ing resistance offered by Chinese forces at Shanghai. 
However, there has been mention of 4 neutral zone 
at Shanghai, a 12-mile strip surrounding the city into 
which Chinese soldiers would be forbidden to enter. 
If the text of the treaty contains such a provision, 
then Japan will have gained the victory at Shanghai, 
even though withdrawing her forces. 
Japan thus brings to an end the atrocious Shanghai 
campaign. It cost the lives of 6000 Chinese civilians 
and the loss of $350,000,000 in Chinese property. In- 
finitely greater was Japan’s loss in world prestige. 
Other tension still remains in the Far East. The 
Chinese Government, threatened by civil wars, 
may be unable to enforce the pact with Japan. 
In Manchuria, Japan also has seized territory 
by foree, and shows no inclination to give it up. 
Revolt is springing up on all sides there against the 
puppet state Japan has established. Russia has con- 
centrated troops on the Siberian frontier, where an 
overt incident may precipitate serious trouble.

Refusing to postpone the case a day to permit Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Castlen to represent the State,

Unless the Supreme Court of 
Missouri voids Judge Mulloy’s writ, we may expect 
in St. Louis County a repetition of the disgraceful 
conditions that arose in Madison County, Ill., when 
the gamblers took hold. 

We have never opposed racing of the lawful and 
regulated kind, But the results of outlaw racing have 
always been to corrupt public officials and set up an 
underworld government. If the dog track owners 
want to operate in Missouri, they should go to the 
Legislature and lay their cards on the table, Trying 
to force the back door by the medium of tortuous 
court procedure has failed in the past, and must fail 
again.

Projects which meet these specifications 
would ‘not be open te the objections of the 
orthodox school.

They 
would not destroy private enterprises which 
are struggling to survive. They would be 
economically sound in that they would be 
constructed when costs are low, They would 
add to the permanent wealth of the com- 
munity. They would provide a little im- 
mediate relief, and they mignt stimulate by 
example and effect the spirit of private 
enterprise, 

The question is: Are there such projects? 
Can projects be found which meet all these 
specifications? That some projects of this 
sert could be undertaken I feel certain, Take 
for example, the City of New York. There 
ig urgent need of a vehicular tunnel under 
the East River to connect Manhattan with 
Long Island. Such a tunnel, by charging 
tolls, could certainly be made self-sustain- 
ing. There is a partially completed express 
ighway on the west side of Manhattan. 
That could be completed and made gself- 
supporting by charging tolls. 

The only real objection to these two 
projects arises from the inefficiency of the 
Walker administration.
